Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to the claims require further consideration due to the proposed changes in scope 
and claim dependencies of the various amended claims. 


Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks and arguments are with 
respect to proposed amendments which have not been entered in to the record. With regard to arguments drawn to proposed Claim 58 
and 43, it is noted that Asakawa specifically discloses a plurality of light diffracting means (See 7, 8, 9, 1 6 in Figure 4 of Asakawa) located 
on a common optical axis (See specifically light path between elements 16 and 22 in Figure 4), and that the claims do not require the 
common optical axis to be coaxial for all of the light diffracting means. With regard to arguments drawn to proposed Claim 24, 43, and 58, 
it is noted that Engelhardt already discloses combining a plurality of wavelengths using a single light diffracting means (See for example 
Figure 3 of Engelhardt). Imai was cited to evidence the use of multiple light diffracting means, particularly in light paths adjacent to the 
sources (e.g. each source has associated with it a light diffracting means to switch that particular source, and all of the sources are routed 
to a central light diffracting means for combination).
